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ABSALOM LEWIS HATTEN 


Absalom Lewis Hatten was born 2! November 1781 probably in south-east 
Virginia; died 29 September 1853 in Harrison County, Mississippi; buried in the 
Hatten Cemetery, near Wiggins, presently Stone County (formerly Harrison County) 
Mississippi. Absalom may have been a son of Lewis Hatten, who died circa 1785 
in Norfolk County, Virginia. 

Absalom seems to have traveled with Lewis L. Hatten, son of the above 
mentioned Lewis Hatten. Absalom and Lewis L. Hatten were probably brothers. 

On 18 June 1812 Absalom Lewis Hatten enlisted with the Georgia Militia, 
and served as a captain in the War of 1812. After the war he settled in the 
area of Telfair County, Georgia. On 19 July 1817 he married Dicey Wiggins, 
daughter of Jesse Wiggins Jr. and his wife, Barbara Watts. Dicey Wiggins was 
the granddaughter of Jesse Wiggins and his wife, Rhoda Lott and on the maternal 
side, granddaughter of John Watts and his wife, Judith. Dicey's birth and 
death have been given as 2 November 1809 and 9 October 1882. Her grave, with 
such dates, has not been found. However, in the Hatten Cemetery there is a 
grave that may be her's. The graves have been copied and the compiler has 
listed three graves, all under the name of A. L. Hatten. One has been identi- 
fied as the grave of Absalom Senior, another as Absalom Junior and the third 
should be the grave of Dicey. This last grave should say "wife of" A. L. 
Hatten Sr., born 2 March 1800; died 9 October 1882, and as the death dates are 
the same it is probably the grave of Dicey Wiggins Hatten. 

Abb L. Hatten was first located in Mississippi on the 1820 census of 
Covington County. In this listing the parents were between the ages of 26-45 
(born 1775-1794) and there were two females under the age of ten (born 1810- 
1820). By 1830 Abb L. Hatten was located in Jackson County, where he settled 
on the Bluff Creek area. In this census he was listed as 40-60 (born 1770- 
1790); his wife listed as 20-40 (born 1790-1810); one female 10-20 (born 1810- 
1820); four females and two males under the age of ten (born 1820-1830). By 
1833 Abb L. Hatten is listed on the Perry County Tax Rolls. In 1840 and 1850 
he was again located in Covington County. 

In the 1840 Covington County census A. L. Hatten is listed as age 50-60 
(born 1780-1790); his wife as 40-50 (born 1790-1800); one female 20-30 (born 
1810-1820); two females and one male 15-20 (born 1820-1825); one female and one 
male 10-15 (born 1825-1830); three males 5-10 (born 1830-1835); and one male 
under the age of five (born 1835-1840). In the 1850 Covington County census 
Reuben Hatten is living with Thomas H. and Mary Ann Watts, probably relations 
of his mother's. With Abb L. Hatten and his wife, Dicey, are the following 
children: John L.; James A.; Abb L. Jr.; Wiggins; and Dicey. 

In the 1870 Harrison County census Dicey Wiggins Hatten is residing with 
her daughter, Dicey Hatten Lott, wife of Jesse.

Lewis L. Hatten has been recognized as the son of Lewis Hatten who died 
cirea 1785 in or near Norfolk County, Virginia. a: 
Lewis L. Hatten was born circa 1775 and died between 1830-1840 in the 
state of Mississippi. He was listed in the 1830 census of Greene County, 
Mississippi as age 40-60 (born 1770-1790) with a female of the same age living 
in the household. There were no children listed. 
Lewis L. Hatten is believed to have removed from Telfair County, 
Georgia about the same time as Absalom Lewis Hatten. Lewis L. Hatten is 
believed to be the father of William Hatten. 
E. William Hatten b. 1 Jan 1800 Nash County, North Carolina; died in 
Winn Parish, Louisiana. (Nash County was a newly formed county in 
the new state of North Carolina. North Carolina was formed in !796 
from the present state of Virginia.) William Hatten was listed in 
the 1830 Covington County, Mississippi census with the following 
persons in the household: two males ages 20-40 (born 1790-1810) (one 
may be a brother of William Hatten); one female age 20-40 (born 1790- 
1810); one female over 60 (born prior 1770, may be a mother-in-law); 
three males under the age of 10 (born 1820-1830). A listing of the 
children of William Hatten has not been obtained. Therefore, the 
following is a tentative list of descendants.
